“Army, in View of Loses ’ 

The Army Bulletin, in commenting 
upon the German losses in the war, 
declares that a greater part of the 
original regiments must have been re- 
organized. The Bulletin asserts that 
from August 2° until the beginning ‘of 
December. the German army lost ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 men, and since 
that time there have been the battles 
that 600,000 
wounded would be able to return to 
the firing line, the Bulletin says that 
the definite loss, therefore, may be 
estimated at nearly 1,500,000 men.

Sniper Killed Fifty. Officers 


Astonishing Facts Revealed by Docu- 
ments Found on a Dead German 
The Manchester Guardian reports 
the remarkable speech’ delivered by 
Lieut,-General Sir.Henry.McKinnon at 
a dinner. in Manchester, General 
McKinnon related a story told to him 
by a relative whose company. in the 
trenches was.much troubled by a 
sniper, who was located with difficul- 
ty. He was’ shot finally, and when his 
body was reached an order was found 
on him deputing him to snipe British 
officers. He had on his body particu- 
lars showing he had killed no fewer 
than 60 officers, and it was apparently 
a rule of the German war office to re- 
ward him for each officer killed when 
the claim had been scrutinized and al- 
lowed. _The sniper was required to 
state the exact position where the of- 
ficer was killed, and give particulars 
about | his regiment, and so on, and no 
claim” was allowed until it was tested 
by reference to casualty lists in the 
British newspapers. 

-In the. case of this particular snip- 
er only 25 claims were allowed, for 

each of which he had received a re- 
ward of 60. marks ($12.50).

Fresh indications -of the. energetic 
efforts which the German govérnment 
igs making to, influence public opinion 
in France in favor of an early peace is 
given by a French non-commissionéd 
officer who was taken prisoner at’St. 
Mihiel on Deceniber 31, and has re- 
turned to France via Switzerland. 

After his capture, the soldier says, 
he was taken to Metz, where he was 
interviewed by .the German Socialist 
leader Sudekum. The. latter tried to 
work upon the Frenchman by argu- 
ing that France was’ serving the in- 
terests. of England, that 2 separate 
peace with Germany would be for her 
great benefit, and that this could be 
brought about- by the combined ef- 
forts of the Socialists of the two 
countries, who’ would ‘issue a joint 
appeal to the working classes. 

The french soldier feigned .agree- 
ment with the proposal that #2 should 
be set at liberty to return to France 
and carry ona secret propaganda to- 
ward these ends. Civilian ‘clothes, 
false Belgian passports and a large 
sum of money were given to him, and 
the Germans promised him that_if his 
first tour in Francée succeeded they

Speculators and neg Ae bate to be 
Urged ‘to Cultivate Land Held: 
by. Them 
Vigorous steps are being taken. by 
the government through the immigre- 
tion. department to bring the vacant 
lands of Western Canada, held by non- 
residents and speculators, under cui- 
tivation this coming season, It is. es- 
timated that there is a hundred niil-- 
lion acres of: land held | by-non-resi- 
dents which is not cultivated. This is} 
outside of the railway and Hudson's | 
Bay Co: lands. Probably a third of 
this land is‘held by American specu- 

lators. 

‘The western ministers havé taken | 
“the matter up and through .the -west- 
ern municipalities the names and ad- 
diesses of all holders of land which is 
not being cultivated has been obtain- 
ed. Appeals'are being issued ‘to them 
to have this Jand placed under culti- 


vation this coming: year? Special ef! 


forts are being made to have the land 
held by. Americans placed under cul- 
tivation. They, are urged, if they can- 
pAot éultivate. the land: théeiiselves, to 
either sell it to a prospective settler 
or make arrangements for leasing it 
'to farmers. in the district, so that it 
can be made productive. Different 


plans by which this can be easily ar-; 


ranged are suggested. 


Reports received by the immigra- 
tioxr department, which is. handling 
this most recent campaign to increase 
Canadian production, show. thet many 
Americans who have held land in the 
west and hitherto have mado no at- 
tempt to cultivate it, will put their 
land to seed this season. Several 
wealthy Chicago men have alr-ady ar- 
ranged to take complete outfits into 
the west to cultivate idle lands held 
by them hitherto, for speculation. [t 
is’ pointed’ out in the literature whica 
is being issued that it ig not very_pat- 
riotic to Canadians, but humanitarian 
for Americans as well ag profitable to 
place all possible Jand under cultiva- 
tion as thre will undouwdtedy be a 
big crop ‘shortage in. Europe. 

With the present high pr'c2s ot 
wheat the outlook ig that there will 
be a heavy immigration this season 
from the United States. Just at pres- 
ent the embargo on livestock on ac. 
count of the foot and mouth disease 
is holding up new settlers, Twenty- 
five families in Iowa had arranged to 
leave, but have been unable for the 
time being to get away. 

When the joint deputation frdm 
manufacturers and grain growers 
waited ‘on the government last De- 
cember, they asked that a commission 
be appointed to enquire into the ques- 
tion of agricultural production in Can- 
ada, discover the reason for slow de- 
velopment and recommend changes 
to pe introduced and assistance to be 
#ranted to stimulate this basic indus- 
tyy. The deputation found that’ this 
cannot be done in 60 days. The time 
allowed was altogether out of pro- 
portion to the work:to be undertaken 
and it was impossible to secure a 
competent commis:ion which could 
undertake the work under ;uch 4 
handicap. ; 

It is pelieved,; however, that the 
government has b-en devoting con- 
siderable attention to this subject and 
are quietly arranging to carry on the 
investigation requested. It is said that 
arrangements have reached the point 
where the personnel of the commis- 
sion is being discussed. 

Such a. commission, if appointed, 
will probably be composed of a scien- 
tific agricylituralist, a practical farm- 
er, a financier, and one or more men 
connected with industrial life and 
transportation. The names of Prin- 
cipal Black of Manitoba university 
and E. 
orary president of the. Saskatchewan 
Grain Growers, have.been mentioned 
as men who’ would be worthy repre- 
sentatives as scientific and practical 
farmers on the commission. . ~ 

So far there has been no official an- 
nouncement either as to the policy of 
the government or to the personne! ot 
the commission, if one is appointed. 
It is believed, howeyer, that some 
such action, as indicated, is underway 
and the suggestion as to representa- 
tives on the commission clearly indi- 
cates some action at*once.

Force in France, and One in

No less than five ruling Tndian 
princes are at the prese:.* time 6n ac-

them ‘to assist their king-emperor with 
every means at their disposal, and 
their recognition of the absolute ne- 
cessity of British participation in the 
war. The loyalty of the Indian peo- 
ple, increased by the wise and sympa- 
thetic policy of Lord Hardinge, the 
viceroy, was such that he had“no 
doubt that a large proportion of the 
army could safely be withdrawn from 
‘India. He paid a high tribute to the 
services of Aga Khan in maintaining 
the loyalty of the Indian Moslems in 
face of what he described as ‘Tur- 
key’s ar Sigh action,” 

Referring to his experiences in 
China 14 years ago during the Boxer 
outbreak, the Maharaja said that he 
was then’ pained and astonished by 
the ruthless methods of the Germans; 
during the time he. had been in 
France he haa seen _ heart-rending 
evidence of equally terrible cruelty 
on their part, authenticated accounts 
of which had stimulated the desire of 
the Indian peoples for the victory of 
the Allies. The Maharaja also gave 
high praise to the courage and cheer- 
fulness of the -British ‘and Indian 
troops amid the discomforts of the 
trenches, often knee deep in water. 
These were especially trying to so}:l- 
‘fers accustomed to operations in 
mountainous regions, and he was 
proud of the hearty admiration which 
had been expressed on all sides for 
the intrepidity and resourcefulness of 
his fellow countrymen under such 
adverse conditions.

The exploit of submarine Bli 
against the Turkish fleet, which has 
been go applauded by the Petrograd 
press, recalls a similar action in 
which Lieut. Grieg, a native of In- 
verkeithing, and lent by Britain to 
Russia to organize the Muscovite 
navy in the reign of Catherine the 
Great, played the chief part. In 1769 
war having broken’ out with Turkey 
Grieg and another Scot undertook ‘to 
destroy the Turkish fleet by fire-ships, 
remaining on the leading ship till the 
last moment for applying the torch.

They elucidated 
that patriotism without production was but.an empty sound 
and told the farmers exactly whatrested upontheir shoulders 
at this time when the Empire finds itself i in the most critical 
stage of its existance. 

“Keep all your brood animals” was one of the advising Seunts 
iments expressed by Mr. Anderson, . Here is another: “When 
- the majority are going out of hogs, you stay in for they will 
prove a veritable gold mine to you”. And yetanother:~ “Cul- - 
tivate all the land you possibly can, give the land all the care 
and time you can, pr odfice from thisland all youcan. but do 
‘not, in any case, sacrifice your stock for.grain no matter what — 
the price of the latter might be”, This advice is wortby of 
full consideration.

Thaw being a millionaire’ 
is seemingly in a different class, and can «lo pretty much as he 
pleases as long as he is sane enough to sign cheques.
